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To THE HONORABLE THE City COUNCIL: 


In accordance with Chapter 46 of the Ordinances, the City 
Registrar herewith presents his 41st annual report on the births, 
marriages and deaths in the City of Providence for the year ending 
December 31, 1895. 

The number of births reported in the city during the year 1895. 
was 4,144; the number of marriages was 1,613; the number of 
deaths was 3,087. . 

The population of the city was, according to the State Census of 
June, 1895, 145,472, and the proportion of births, marriages and 
deaths was as follows : 

Births, 4,144, or one in 35.10; or 28.49 in each 1,000. 

Persons married, 3,226, or one in 45,09; or 22.18 in each 


~ 1,000. 


Deaths, 3,087, or one in 47.12; or 21.22 in each 1,000. 
Owing to the unavoidable delay in collecting records of births the 


-returns are yet to be tabulated, and the tables will be presented 


-- later as an appendix.

As was explained in my last report, there is always considerable 
delay in preparing the report on Births, Marriages and Deaths 
for the printer. ‘This delay is due to the defective method pre- 
scribed by law for collecting the returns of birth. It is always nec- 
essary to correct, compare and add to the enumerators’ returns, so 
that three or four months must elapse after the first of January 
before the returns of the preceding year can be considered complete. 
As the ordinance requires the city registrar to make a report to the 
City Council on or before the first day of April, it is impossible to 
have the tables prepared at that time, and they are therefore added 
by the printer in the appendix. 

Although not required to do so by law until May 18, 1895, 
the physicians and midwives have been accustomed to report the 
births which they attend, and clergymen their baptisms, and it is 
chiefly from these sources that the enumerators’ returns are cor- 
rected. At the present time physicians and midwives are required 
to report births in accordance with the following law : 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

SECTION 1. Physicians and midwives shall, on or before the fifth day of each 
month, report to the clerk of each city or towna correct list of all children born 
therein during the month next preceding, at whose birth they were present, stating 
the date and place of each birth, the name of the child (if it has any), the sex and 
color of the child, the name, place of birth and residence of the parents, and the occu- 
pation of the father. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be twenty-five cents 
for each birth so reported, and shall be paid by the city or town in which the report 
is made. 

SECTION 2. Allacts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect upon its passage.

Most of the clergymens’ returns and many of the doctors’ are 
incomplete, and all such are given to the enumerators when they 
start on their rounds. With this aid in 1895 the enumerators 
brought in 3,647 returns. ‘To the enumerators’ returns were added 
497, which were received complete from other sources, so that the 
total number of complete returns for the year 1895 was 4,144. In 
addition to these there were 16 which were too defective to enter 
into the tables, so that the total number recorded as occurring in 


the city was 4,160.

The 1,288 children whose parents were both born in the United 
States were 31.08 per cent. of all the children born during the year. 
There were, in addition to these, 383 children whose fathers were 
born in the United States and the mothers in some foreign country ; 
there were, therefore, 1,671 children of American fathers, or 40.32 
per cent. of all. There were also 346 children whose fathers were 
foreign and the mothers American; and 68 where the mother was 
American, the father’s birth-place being unknown; a total of 1,702 
children of American mothers, or 41.07 per cent. of all. 
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The children of the two classes of mixed parentage numbered 729, 
or 17.59 per cent. of all the children born during the year. The - 
children of purely foreign parentage in 1895 numbered 2,012, or 
48.55 per cent. of all.

The number of first children in 1895. was 1,085, or 26.18 per 
cent. of the 4,144 children born during the year. In the forty-one 
years, 1855 to 1895, there were 100,996 children born; of this 
number, 25,543 or 25.29 per cent. were the first children of their 
mothers. 

Average Number of Children to each Mother. There were forty- 
one plurality births in 1895, the number of mothers, therefore, was 
4,103, but in tables VI. and VII. the number of mothers for 1895 
is given as only 4,096 (because of the defective statistics mentioned 
above) ; these 4,096 mothers had borne in all 13,865 children, an 
average of 3.38 children to each mother; the average number of 
children to American mothers was 3.09; to foreign mothers, 3.60.

The number of mothers in 1895 who were 40 years old and over 
was 168; 69 American and 99 foreign, or 4.11 per cent. of mothers 
of known age. This was 0.74 per cent. less than the average for 
thirty-two years and six months.

FORTY-ONE YEARS’ SUMMARY OF PLURALITY BIRTHS. 


In the forty one years, 1855 to 1895, there were 1,146 cases of 
plurality births in Providence; 1,134 of twins; 11 of triplets; and 
one of quadruplets. 


Sex. In the case of the quadruplets, all the children were males. 


Of the eleven cases of triplets, in one case, all the children were 
males ; in six cases, all were females; and in three cases there were 
two male children and one female, and in one case one male and 
two females; making 10 male and 23 female children in the eleven 
cases. | 

In the 1,134 cases of twins, there were 379 where both children 
were males; in 381 both were females; and in 374 cases there 
was one male and one female child; in all 1,132 male, and 1,136 
female children. 


In the 1,146 cases of plurality births, there were 1,146 male and 
1,159 female children ; a proportion of 101.1 females to 100 males ; 
or 50.28 female, and 49.72 male children in each 100 born.

Nativity and Residence. 'There were in 1895, 123 marriages, or 
7.63 per cent. of all, in which both parties were natives of Provi- 
dence. ‘There were besides, 139 marriages where the groom only 
was born here; and in 234 the | bride only. This gives a total of 
619 persons married here during the year who were natives of the 
city; this was 19.19 per cent. of the 3,226 persons married during 
the year. 


In 212 marriages, or 13.14 per cent. of all, both parties were 
non-residents of the city; this was 16 more marriages and 0.03 per 
cent. more than in 1894. Of these 212 marriages there were 120 
where both parties were from outside the State; in 82 both parties 
came from Massachusetts; and in 23 others one of the parties was 
from that State. But the number of marriages of non-residents has. 
decreased since the change in our marriage law, July, 1881. 


Marriage Licenses. 'There were 1,730 marriage licenses issued 
in 1895 from the office of the City Registrar; this was 117 more 
than the number of marriages during the year. These two num- 
bers never correspond exactly; see Report for 1886, page 26.

‘The death-rate in 1895 was therefore 1.28 
more than the average for the whole period of forty-one years.

The whole number 
of American decedents under one year was 267; the 98 who died 
in the third quarter were 36.70 per cent. of this number. 


Of decedents of foreign parentage, the number in the third quarter 
was 527; of these 164, or 31.12 per cent., were less than one year 
old; the whole number of foreign decedents of this age was 389; 
the 164 dying in the third quarter of the year were 42.16 per cent. 
of the whole number. 


Causes of Death. Table XIX. gives the number of deaths in 
Providence in 1895 from each cause stated, and in each division of 
ages ; also the number of decedents from each cause, according to 
sex and parentage; the percentage of deaths from each cause, of the 
whole number from known causes, and also the number of deaths 
from each cause to 100,000 of the population.

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NOTES ON THE CAUSES OF DEATH 


DURING THE YEAR 18998. 


These notes are in explanation of the facts given in tables XIX., 
XX. and XXI. 


The percentage of deaths from the different causes has always 
been reckoned on the number of deaths from known causes, except 
in table XXI. | 


The number of deaths in Providence in 1895 was 3,087; of these 
there were 34 cases, or 1.10 per cent., where no cause of death 
could be determined or recorded; the number from known causes, 
therefore, and on which all the percentages are recorded, was 3,053. 

In the forty years, 1856 to 1895, inclusive, there were 73,369 
deaths in Providence; 749, or 1.02 per cent., for which no cause 
was given, the number from known causes being 72,620. In the 
56 years, 1840 to 1895, inclusive, there were 86,514 deaths; of 
1,751, or 2.02 per cent., the cause was not stated; the number of 
deaths from known causes in this period being 84,763. 


Abscess. ‘The number of deaths from abscess in 1895 was 9, 
3 less than in 1894. The location of the abscesses so far as speci- 
fied was as follows: One each cervical, of the groin, of the liver, 
multiple, of the parotid gland, perinephritic and pheyngeal. 


Accidents. There were 132 deaths from accidents in 1895, or 46 
more thanin 1894. ‘There were 3 deaths from asphyxia, 12 from 
burns and scalds, 15 from drowning, 20 from falls, 17 from poison- 
ing, 13 railroad accidents, and 52 from various other accidents. 
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The following shows the number of deaths from the different 
causes by five year periods for the forty years from 1856 to 1895:

The.‘‘ various accidents,” and indeed the exact nature of the acci- 
dents generally, were not so carefully specified in past years as at 
the present time, so that it is not possible to present strictly accurate 
statistics In regard to them. In the report for 1894 certain notes 
may be found concerning these ‘‘ various” accidents for preceding 
years. 


During 1895 the causes of death by accidents, so far as specified, 
were as follows: 


Asphyxia. Of the deaths by asphyxia one was during delivery, 
one was by bed clothes, and one following emesis of solid matter. 

Burns and Scalds. Of the deaths from this cause two were by 
falling into hot water, one caught fire from stove, one fell with 
lighted lamp, one clothes caught fire, one was from explosion of. 
lamp, and one from explosion of oil stove. 
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Falls. Four were from fall on stairs, two fall from roof, two fall 
on sidewalk, and one each from scaffolding, ladder, rope, tree, wagon, 
wall, down hatchway, down elevator shaft, and against wash tub, 
upon lead pencil (fracture of palate). 


Poisoning. There were twelve deaths from poisoning by illumi- 
nating gas, and one each from gas in cesspool, overdose of patent 
medicine, arsenic, chloride of lime and muriatic acid, 


Various Accidents. ‘There were fifty-two accidents of various 
kinds which caused deaths as follows: Fracture of ribs three, of 
skull three, of femur two, of hip one, of patella one, of leg one, 
boiler explosion five, run over by electric car three, by ice cart two, 
by cart three, crushed by timber two, crushed leg and arm one, 
crushed by bucket two, crushed by paddle wheel one, electric shock 
two, injury to spine two, to hip one, hit by block of wood one, 
elevator accident two, machinery accident one, kicked by horse four, 
thrown down by horse one, jumped from train one, thrown from 
vehicle two, collision of bicycle and low gear one, puncture of chest 
by wagon shaft one, wound of thigh one, dislocation of vertebra 
one, concussion of brain one, street gas explosion one. 


Apoplexy. This was given as the cause of 131 deaths in 1895; 
two more than in 1894. The following table gives the deaths from 
this disease for periods of five years from 1856 to 1895. It will be 
seen from this table that there has been a continual increase in this 
disease during the past 40 years. ‘Phere has been practically no 
difference in the incidence of apoplexy upon males and females, but 
there is a very great difference as regards persons of American and 
foreign parentage :

Bones, Diseases of. 'There were six cases of disease of the bones, 
of which four were due to necrosis, and one to osteo-malacia. 


Brain, Diseases of. The number of deaths reported from dis- 
eases of the brain was 84, or 10 more than in 1894. Of these 47 
were called inflammation, 9 congestion, 8 softening, 8 degeneration, 
2 paralysis, 2 sclerosis, 2 tumor, and 1 each, abscess, atheroma, 
effusion, and multiple cerebro-spinal-sclerosis. 


Bronchitis was returned as the cause of 123 deaths in 1895; this 
was one more than in the preceding year. For particulars see the 
table on the two following pages.

Insanity. The number of deaths from this cause in 1895 was 
34, including 10 specified as general paresis. The other 23 deaths 
from insanity so far as specified were as follows: Senile dementia, 
6; melancholia, 4; dementia 3; acute mania 2; and paranoia, 
puerperal insanity, paretic dementia, paralytic, post paralytic and 
circular insanity 1 each. 


Of the 34 deaths from insanity 11 were at Butler Hospital and 
23 in other parts of the city. 


Kidneys, Diseases of. 'The number of deaths from diseases of 
the kidneys in 1895 was 163. ‘This was 31 more than in the pre- 
ceding year. Of these, 74 were due to ‘‘ Bright’s disease; ”’ 72 to 
nephritis; 6, uremia; 2, granular kidneys; 2, pyelitis; and one 
-each, cystic, pyelo-nephritis, cirrhotic, waxy, albumenuria, sup- 
pression of urine, and with child-birth. 
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Inver, Diseases of. 'There were in 1895, 27 deaths from diseases 
of the liver, which was 2 less than in 1894. Of these 27 cases 
there were specified as cirrhosis, 16; congestion and amyloid 
degeneration, 2 each, and abscess, fatty degeneration and inflam- 
mation, 1 each. 


Malformations. 'The number of deaths from this cause in 1895 
was 20, or 3 more than 1894. They were so far as specified as fol- 
lows: Cyanosis, 4; open foramen ovale, 4; of the heart, 2; im- 
perforate anus, 2; imperforate urethra, 2; and spina-bifida, of the 
intestine, liver, palate, rectum and umbilical hernia, 1 each. 


Measles. There were 40 deaths from measles in 1895, or 35

Teething was given as the cause of 11 deaths in 1895, or 7 more 
than in 1894. ‘* Teething” includes only those cases in which no 
other or contributing cause is given. 
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Tetanus. There were 5 deaths from this disease in 1895, so far 
as specified these were dependent upon fracture of arm and puncture 
of foot, and 1 was tetanus neonatorum. 


Tuberculosis was the cause of 46 deaths in 1895, or 6 more 
than in 1894. The name ‘‘tuberculosis”’ was first used in these 
reports in 1867, and the uumber of deaths from this cause in the 
29 years from 1867 to 1895 is 596. 


If under tuberculosis should also be included tubercular meningi- 
tis, phthisis and hydrocephalus, it is probable that some few cases of 
non-tuberculous disease might be included, but as a certain number 
of cases of true tuberculosis are undoubtedly reported as adenitis, 
disease of bone, peritonitis, etc., itis probable that this total would 
be below rather than above the actual number of deaths from tuber- 
cular disease. The total of these tubercular diseases for 1895 was 
435, or 14.24 per cent. of deaths from known causes. 

Tumors. The number of deaths from tumors in 1895 was 20, 
the same as in 1894. There were 7 ovarian, 3 uterine, 2 of the 
liver, and 1 each of the parotid and sub-maxillary glands, bladder, 
abdomen, brain, pelvic bones, orbit and multiple sarcoma of the 
skin. 

Whooping Cough. Whooping cough caused 27 deaths in 1895. 
The deaths in previous years since 1856 are shown in the following 
table :
